Santa Fe, N. M., May 14 .—To quell 
an uprising there o f Pueblo Indians, 
two co mpanies o f New Mex ico natio nal 
guards, Adjutant General A. S. Bro o ks 
co mmanding, hav e left o n a special 
tjain fo r Tao s, N. M. 
The sending 
o f the tro o ps to the ancient Aztec pu­ 
eblo o f Tao s fo llo wed an urgent ap­ 
peal fro m Sheriff Jim Co nner and 
judge Jo hn R. McFee 
to Go v erno r 
Mills. 
The situatio n is regarded as 
grav e and a pitched battle between 
tro o ps and Indians is ex pected. 
A 
band o f fifty Indians, decked in feath­ 
ers and war paint and headed by their 
chief, started o n a raid. They fired o n 
settlers, cut fences, dro v e o ff sto ck 
and set ranch buildings o n fire. 
The 
tro o ps will ro und up the renegades. 
Co mpanies C and H, lo cal guards o r­ 
ganizatio n, were o rdered held in read­ 
iness to pro ceed to Tao s o n a mo ­ 
ment's no tice, marching sev enty miles 
o v erland in case reinfo rcements are 
needed. 
Military autho rities here do 
no t disco unt the grav ity o f the situa­ 
tio n. 
The mo bilizatio n o f tro o ps has caus­ 
ed intense ex citement. Tao s pueblo is 
situated in a remo te sectio n o f no rth­ 
ern New Mex ico , twenty -fiv e miles o ff 
the railro ad. The tribe co mprises two 
tho usand Indians, who hereto fo re hav e 
been regarded as peaceable. 
In their raid the Indians assaulted 
Mrs. Mey ers and her babies. 
Mrs. 
Mey ers is the wife o f a ho mesteader. 
Co urt is in sessio n there and if th< 
ev ildo ers who so ld liquo r to the Indi­ 
ans as well as the Pueblo s who were 
participants can be apprehended, in­ 
dictments will fo llo w. Go v erno r Mills 
and Adjutant General Bro o ks will bo 
firm in dealing with the situatio n. 
The United States atto rney fo r the 
Pueblo Indians, Frances S. Wilso n, 
who has just returned fro m Tao s, say s 
that the tro uble aro se o v er Mey ers 
fencing in Indian lands, and also a 
public ro ad o v er tho se lands. 
The In­ 
dians had threatened to cut the fence, 
but when Wilso n left all wa3 peacea­ 
ble. Ho wev er, sev eral o f the mo re ho t­ 
headed bucks, filling up o n fire-water, 
went and cut the fences and let the 
sto ck o ut cf the pasture and fright­ 
ened Mrs. Mey ers and her children 
fro m the place.

adenoids in 


young children are of common occur­ 


rences. 
Their presence constitutes a 


grave danger th at is seldom appreci­ 


ated by parents. 
Even teach ers do 


not always recognize these condi­ 


tions. 
How necessary then th at all 


sch otl children should be subjected 
to systematic medical inspection at 
least yearly. 
The direct dangers are impairment 
of hearing, interference with respira­ 
tion, lack of normal growth and de­ 
velopment, both mental and physical. 
The indirect dangers are freq uent a t­ 
tacks of bronchitis 
and 
sometimes 
asth ma, due to breath ing through the 
mouth continually, the greater sus­ 
ceptibility to the various infectious 
diseases, and the greater severity of 
these diseases. 
The enlarged tonsils 
with th eir open follicles offer the best 
receptacles, and breeding places for 
all sorts of germs. 
On account of 
the 
interferences 
with normal respiration, especially at 
night, and the conseq uent restless­ 
ness and loss of sleep, these little pa ­ 
tients grow up with lessened vitality, 
often stunted 
in growth 
and 
with 
feeble resisting power. 
To those fam iliar with these con­ 
ditions the symptoms are unm istak­ 
able. 
The open mouth, the noisy res­ 
piration at night, with 
restlessness 
and greatly disturbed sleep, all point 
to the presence of adenoids. Adenoids 
are located in

vault 
of

ph arnyx behind the soft palate. They 
are not seen by ordinary inspection. 
They consist of a great enlargement 
of the lymphoid tissue in the vault of 
the ph arynx. 
They often cause com­ 
plete seclusion of the passage be­ 
tween the th roat and the nose so th at 
nasal respiration is impossible.

One 
gets the rush of air in a motor car, 
and more or less of the invigorating 
motion. 
But 
sometimes 
the 
mad 
rush of air, hearing th e grit of the 
road, as one grips the flying car, is 
not so health ful or pleasant as the 
swish of field perfumes incident to 
the canter up spope and down dale oil 
a horse th at answers willingly, and 
to which the rider may adapt his own 
muscles and position. 
The ja r of the rush ing car beneath 
is not like the swing and sway of the 
saddle-horse. 
The exercises obtain­ 
ed from submitting the person to the 
speeding process in a motor c ar on a 
rough road, is not much like the ex­ 
ercise gained in h orseback riding. 
Nothing tends so directly and cer­ 
tainly to symmetrical ph ysical devel­ 
opment and consistant health fulness 
as h orseback riding, sensibly enjoy­ 
ed.

The am endm ent incorporated in the 
bill is neither an insurgent or a Demo­ 
cratic proposition. 
It is a hodgepodge 
of ideas advocated by the insurgents, 
the Democrats and 
the Republican 
regulars. 
If anybody gets any political 
credit for it, it will be the Democrats. 
Many of the insurgents are hopping 
mad at the outcome of their weeks’ 
fight; the Republican regulars are dis­ 
gruntled at having been compelled to 
yield to any long- and short-haul prop­ 
osition, and the Democrats, while pro­ 
fessing to be happy, are sore over 
m any features of the developments. As 
to the effect of the Democratic-insur- 
gent-regular amendment, one -can get 
any num ber of opinions. 
The Repub­ 
lican regulars declare that it in ef- 
; feet re-enacts the present law in re- 
; gard to the long and short haul; some 
of the Democrats profess to see in it a 
long step in the right direction; while 
several mem bers of the insurgent band 
contend that all the force and vitality 
of their original am endm ent has been 
eliminated in the compromise propo.-i 
tion. 
The feature of the situation that 
galls the insurgents is that they have 
been obliged to unite with Senator Al­ 
drich and his fevlowers in support of 
n 
compromise proposed by the Rhode 
Island senator himself. 
The stock in 
trade of thç insurgents has been their 
ô pposîtion to the Aldrich machine, and 
they fear the effect of their having 
lined up with Aldrich on this import 
ant proposition. 
The general impres­ 
sion here is that the am endm ent as 
adopted will never be put on the stat­ 
ute books, that it is the intention of 
Senator A id rich and otktT leailms to 
drop it overboard.
